The companies and 45 execu-| 
tives pleaded guilty or no con- , 
test to 20 antitrust indictments | 
before a federal judge in Phila-' 
delphia who called the price- 
fixing "a shocking indictment” 
of a vast section of the econo­ 
my. He sentenced seven execu­ 
tives to jail for 30 days in 1961 
and gave 24 others suspended 
sentences. 
Fines totaled $1.9 
million. 
That was only the beginning. 
The price-fixing by companies 
supposed to be in competition 
covered products ranging from 2 1 
tiny $2 insulators to huge, mul-; 
timillion-dollar turbine genera-: 2 .1 
tors. Their customers sued for 
triple damages under the Clay­ 
ton Antitrust Act. claiming they 
were overcharged. 
The federal government, a big 2« 
customer, settled for $8.8 mil- 
lion from 12 companies. More 
than 2,000 damage suits poured 2» 
into the courts from private util- :vo 
ities and municipal power agen­ 
cies. Most have been settled, 
almost all by negotiation 
An Associated Press poll of 14 
of the 29 companies indicated 
the final settlement cost may 
total about $400 million. Almost 
all of this will come from the 
four top companies involved.

boost from U.S. space firms. 
But the U.S. companies are 
not giving away their lead in 
technology. They’re interested 
in cooperating with European 
space firms primarily for one 
reason — sales. 
“ It’s a two-way street.’’ said, 
John L. Galt, manager of inter­ 
national marketing for General 
Electric’s Missile Space Divi­ 
sion. “ An long as we maintain a 
technical 
lead 
and keep our 
prices competitive, we should 
be doing business with Western 
Europe for some time.” 
Galt said Western Europe’s 
space industry’ ' has grown from 
virtually nothing two years ago 
to a $100-million to $ 2 6o-million- 
a-year business. We expect it to 
continue to grow at an acceler-: 
ating rate.” 
Galt 
spearheaded 
arrange­ 
ments for the Eurospace confer­ 
ence now under way in this 
country. Eurospace is a cooper­ 
ative venture by Europeans in, 
the space business. American 
firms 
are 
corresponding, 
but 
nonvoting, members. 
An official of one of the large 
American space firms said of 
the Europeans: “ If they’re will­ 
ing to buy from us. there’s no 
reason why we shouldn’t sell.” . 
He said the whole range of civil- 
ian space development 
is in­ 
volved — communications satel-; 
lites, weather satellites. 
Galt said Western Europe has 
the 
financial 
capability 
of 
matching 
U.S. 
space 
accom-; 
plishments. but lacks the politi­ 
cal motivation.

States “ has to maintain a posi­

“ We ha\p a great competi­ 
tor,” he said, meaning the So­ 
viet Union. “ We can do no less 
than that competitor.’’ He said 
Western European governments 
are not face to face with the 
space challenges of the Soviet 
Union, as is the United States. 
He said U.S. firms are not 
giving away any technology that 
could be used fur war. “ The 
State Department has laid down 
rules what we can and cannot 
do.” he said, “ and the rules are 
strictly honored.”

Q-_What is peritonitis? Can il 
be cured'.’ 
A—Peritonitis is an inflamma­ 
tion of the inner wall of the ab­ 
dominal cavity. The commonest 
causes are rupture of the ap­ 
pendix or of a peptic ulcer. 
It 
may also follow a gunshot or 
slab wound of the abdomen or 
it may occur by extension from 
a liver abscess or abscess of 
the uterine tubes. The victim 
has a severe pain which may 
be diffused throughout the abdo­ 
men or localized 
in a small 
area. The pair, is aggravated by 
movement or pressure. There is 
fever and the victim’s breathing 
is rapid and shallow in order to 
minimize the pain. 
The 
treatment 
usually 
in­ 
volves 
opening 
the 
abdomen, 
stopping the leak, flushing out 
the abdominal cavity and giving 
mass doses of antibiotics. Fluids 
by vein and blood transfusions 
arc also often nccc.ssary. With 
prompt treatment recovery is to 
he expected. 


Q—What 
is 
mcant by 
milk 
leg ’ Is it thè same as edema ’ 
What caiiscs it and what can 
he done lor iF’ 
A—.Milk leg is an infiamma 
fior of thè deep veins of thè 
thigh and leg. usually on one 


side onlv. It is a phlebitis that 
comes on 10 to 14 days after 
milk comes into the breasts, 
childbirth or shortly after the 
milk comes into the breas>' 
The first manifestation is pain 
along the course of the involved 
vein. As the vein becomes plug­ 
ged by the formation of clots, 
edema or waterlogging occurs. 


Milk leg may be caused by 
previously 
existing 
varicose 
period of bed rest following de- 
liverv. Dcxtran. anticoagulants 
and ‘clot-dissolving 
drugs 
are 
used in the treatment. Smoking 
should be avoided because it 
constricts the blood vessels. An 
plastic bandage may have to be 
worn lor a while, 


Q—Ever since I had my sec­ 
ond baby 2L> years ago 1 have 
had a feeling of nausea when­ 
ever I go into a store. My doctor 
says it's all in my head. What 
do you think'.’ 
,\__Pcrsistcnt nausea is often 
caused by anemia, cirrhosis of 
the liver and chronic low-grade 
colitis. Even though your d(x:tor 
may have ruled out these and 
other possible organic causes, 
thi.s docs not necessarily mean 
it is all in your head. Emotional 
tension may. however, be a fac­ 
tor.
